Siates, where they 
had accumulated Somme property 5 have 
their possessions at a great sacrifice, aud are 
in need at present. ; 

Large donations of clothing have been for- 
warded, and as there «re plenty of opportu. 
nities for labor to those who will labor, and 
they can obtain provisions there cheaper than 
on the Reserve, there cannot be much suffer- 
ing. Wheat is but fonr to five shillings per 
bushel. Corn three shillings per bushel— 
Pork three dollars per barrel. 

Canada West is the place for the people 
ef color to settle.

The New Albany (Ind.) Ledger of the 2d 
inst. gives the conclusion of the curious Fu- 
gitive Slave case at that place: 

Tae Feeitives Reverxep.—On Satur- 
day morning the Couinittee, appemted on 
the previous evening to sohecit subseriptions 
for the release of persons claimed as Pugi- 
tives, went actively to work, and by noon 
had collected nearly sutlicient to micet the 
demands of Tramel. The remainder was 
advanced by one or two of our ¢itizens.— 
The Committee then proceeded to Louis- 
ville, paid the S600, reecived a bili of sale 
and the documents upon which ‘Tramel rest- 
ed his claim, and brought the women and 
boy back to this city.

3. Resolved, That we view American Slave- 
ry as one of the most damning sins that ever 
disgraced a nation, and that we view all minis- 
ters and churches that refuse to raise their voi- 
ces in behalt of the down trodden as traitors 
to God and humanity. 

4. Resolved, That we will aid the Slave in 
every way we can, without any regard to Church 
or State, and that we Will hold ourselves in open 
rebellion to a law or a religion that places Wo- 
men interior to Man, allowing us so unequal a 
compensation for our labor, and after we have 
toiled hand in hand with our husbands for vears 
to accumulate property, if we survive them we 
can have but litile, or no control of our earn-
